At its late scaaion the local legislaturo 
paasctl private bills autlioriziiif; tho 
construction of two lines uf railway;)

ary line. While thu bills wuro before tii 
housQ it was ahowu that under tho 04tli 
Bection of the BritUIi North America 
Act the legislature hod not tlio power to 
charter lines of railways and stoamera 
leaving coiinectioua with foreign lined. 
It is truo tho bills did not stale in u.v- 
prosa terms tlie nitontiun uf the promoters 
to form a conneulioii with tho Nortlwrn 
Pacific or any other foreign lino of rail- 
way; tliat intention, nlthouijh uot stated, 
was implied; because, without some such 
connection the lines would bo of no prac- 
tical value, and would be built at a dead 
loss to the promoters. The bills wont to 
^Ottawa in duo course, and when Sir Alex- 
ander Campbell visited the Royal City he 
woa interviewed by tho nienibera of tho 
ifbt^rd ^ftrade. In the course of bis re- 
•fmfll^cs.Sj^^ referred to these rail- 

way' Cillsr"' He said that the lines if built 
would have the ellect of throwing tho 
trad^ P^itlie province iato tho hands (if a 
fofe^gn , corporation, and that the Uana 
aiau Pacific syndicate having expended 
many millions of dollars fur tint benefit 
c^f . C!««.i"ia, the pruspoct of having their 
tralite' t.ipptd by means of boundary 
" line rfiihvays could not bo tolerated. This 
annomii.'onieiit was accepted by those wlio 
hoard it as eviden^'e of the inten- 
tion uf tho federal yovernment to 
disallnvv the bills. Tlie Columbian of 
iSaturdny last contained an article which 
strj^Bgly combatte'd the viewsof the Cana- 
dian ',Ooverinnent ns txprosaed by Sir 
Aleiauder. The pcsition taken by our 
contemporary ia that the Douiiuion tlov- 
ernnient regard it as of nuire inipurtance 
tb.proteot the interests of the 0. P. H. Co. 
than those of the province. Now, tho in- 
terests of the country are so bound up 
wjth • those of tho C. P. 11. that the two 
woulti seem to be inseparable. The pros- 
perity of the railway means the prosperity 
of tho province; and it ia the duty of 
every Liritish (Jolumliian t.i lend his sup- 
iport to a policy which fuaters that railway 
aguiiist tho encroachments of a foreign 
corporation. It is absurd for our contem- 
porary to cite tho Island railway as a pre- 
cedent for tiio allowance of tho boundary 
railways. The Island railway ia essential 
to the ])r>isperity of the C. V. railway. It 
luns entirely thioiigh liritish soil, has no 
connection with any foieii;!! line, and 
~plnHues within easy reach as a tennmuH 
■^nb lif the finest liarbors in the world. 
.- 'iSesides,thebiiildingof the iahiad railway is 
not due to the grace or magnanimity of 
tho mainland at all. It wa.s the ofl'spriiij,' of 
a solemn treaty with the luii'orial govern- 
uiont, con tinned and ratified by three auc- 

— ceasivo legislatures uJraust unanimously. 
The Canadian Pacific syndicate as well as 
tho federal government are as thoroughly 
alive to tho importance of the Island rall- 
way as they are to the necessity of pre- 
venting the trallic of thu line through 
liritish territory falling to tho share of a 
foreign company.

' '*pifotecting this province (which has been 
largely benefitted hy the syndicate) from 
the inroads of foroi^iiiers, in refusing 
to sanction uiitL'rpn.iL'd which, under tho 
thin ttuiso of local milwaya, arc really in- 
,:. tended to destroy tlie cnmnierce of I5ur- 
Vard Inlet and Victoria, while they aim a 
murderuuB blow at the Canadian Pacitie 
railway. Tho Columbian asks in what 
way the boundary lines would damage 
the province ! We answer, in diverting 
its trade to the tt!niiitui.s of the Northern 
I'acific railway, and making every port and 
town In the province subsidiary to the in- 
terests of that gigantic corporation.

POURXH DAY. 

His lordship took his seat at 10 o'clock . 

'I'he names of the jurors were called. 

The attorney-general aaid ha sras not 
Jireaeiit when the grand jury were last 
here, and he believed tliey were not dis- 
charged. 

His lordship said they were told to hold 
themselves in readiness. 

The grand jury were v«ore orderi'd to 
be summoned tor to-morrow at 11 o'clock. 

'i'he attorney-geueral said that in the 
Chinese cases a witness they had sent 
for Inul not arrived, and that if he did nut 
arrive that evening he would prob.ibly 
not come till Thursday. The crown waa 
an.Moiia to disposo of the whole three 
caaea at the present aaai'/.es, aa otherwise 
there might be a dilliculty in getting the 
witnesses again. The only case that day 
would be the Queen vs. (iordon, therefore 
the jietit jurors, except those engaged in 
thia case, might be dismissed till Wed - 
ileaday. 

As Mr. Drake, the counsel for Herbert 
(iordon, had not arrived, the court ad- 
journed for 10 minutes. 

ARSON. 

Herbert Charles ( iordon was charged in 
an indictment, having three coiinia, with 
having, on the 7ih day of May, ael tire to 
a stable boluuging to .\lexandur riiilliipH, 
on Blanchard street; secondly, with hav 
ing sot lire to the said stable with intent 
to injure the aaid .Mexaiider I'hillqn, and 
lliinlly, Willi having sot tiro In divers 
malteis and things in the said stable with 
iiileiil to injure under aileh ciivmnalaiieca, 
thai if llie aaid hIhIiIo had boon ael alire il 
would have constituted a felony. 

Mr. Drake objected to the mdu l iiioiil , 
and contended I hat where tw o persioi.-. wi'i e 
jointly indicte I the casus could not be 
aevered. .-\ iiotlier objection waa that the 
aceuaod was a witness in the last cane. He 
alau objected that the seciuid and thini 
loiints apociliod no particular ihiiig in 
j II red. 

Hi.a lordship thought it would bt< best 
at present to reserve these points for the 
present and proceed with the trial, re- 
serving to the defence the full benolit of 

tiieni. 

The follfiwing jury were then aui.ni: 
Edward .1. Wall, I'. l';verelt, Duncan 
Cameron, Thus. Perry, .Samuel Hakes, 
.Kvs. U. Flett, F. Uiuitloton, .-Mux. Mclii-

Tile deputy att oriioy -gtuiei :d, addiea.a- 
ing tlio jury, .saiil there wa.a two stables 
burnt on RIaiicliard atreet on the 
night of May 71 h, and it wu« one of these 
stables the prisoner was charged with set- 
ting lire to. He then briefly dwelt on the 
f.icts of llie case which would be proiluc il 
in eviilenee. A ipieatioii would ariao, the 
prisoner being under I -I yoiira .if age, it 
would be for ihem to decide — whethui' be 
had a proper knowledge uf right and 
wrong al llie lime the act was said to be 
committed. 

The petit jurors wore dismissed till 
Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock. 

Alo.\. Phillips, sworn.- I had a .stable 
on Ulaiichard atreet burned dio.Mi on ihi' 
7th of May, e.iiitaiiiiug a lior.se and other 
[iroperty; the stable was blult of Wood; 1 
waa awiiy from home at the time. 

Phillip Phillips, sworn. — I am a siui of 
la.at witness; 1 remember the stable on 
Blanchard street being burned on the 
evening of May 7tli, with other buildings; 
I waa in the stable about o'clock and 
there waa iio fire to bo seen at that time: 
the stable was on Blanchard street, be - 
tween Fort and Kane. (Witness here 
de.icribud the preinisea and their surround- 
ings.) I first knew of the Gre abiuit '.' 
o'clock that evening. 

Wilson Brown, sworn. had a Htabh- 
burned on Blanchard alreot on llio rve 
ning uf jMay 7tli; when I left the atable 
that evening I saw no lire; 1 saw the lire 
at niiiQ p. m.; I had a horse, harness, anil 
other matters in the stable. 

The Rev. P. .leiiiis. — I know the ae 
ctiaod; my daughter tried to teach him 
to read for a few svoeka; I also taught 
liiiii awhile; ho had intelligence in soine 
things, but wa.H very deticioiit in others; 
j it was ditlicult for him to learn to rend, as, 
through sickness, he appeared to have 
been neglected; he waa precocious in 
things not pertaining to his learning; I 
could hardly say aiiylhiiig as to his intel 
ligoiice on the aiibjectof right and wrong 

Wilson lleown, cuntiliiied. -( I'roilueed 
a jilan of the iireiniaes which he had 
sketched, and which, after being exauiiu- 
ed by his lordship, was shown to the 
jury-). 

Kegiiiald Ntittall, jr., sworn. 1 re 
nieinlior the 7tli of iStay; 1 saw tlio pna 
unorllial evoiiiiig; my niotliur aeiil mo lo 
the post othce and 1 niel lii^i'oeii tl.odoii, 
wo alterwards walked up Kane and Doug- 
las streets; then wo went through an alley 
way and went behind Mr. Phillips' stables 
and llioae adjoining, where the lire waa; 
Herbert said lie had 111 a lire and told me 
to come and look at il; lhat ho had 
ihrov.ii a bunch of matcliea tlimugli a 
crack; I went behind the stable for a par 
pose, and Herbert wont ahead of me, 
then Herbert ran away and I folhiwed; 
we went home and Herbert remained out 
aide till I told my aiater that Herbert 111 
the tire; I could not say how soon 1 i.ilil 
her; Herbert said he threw in a wlmle 
bunch uf matches through the era ck in 
the stable. 

To .Mr. Drake. Did not see Iloibert 
thai day lielore uveiiiiii;; 1 had a b..lll<- in 
my poekei. which 1 i;ol from llie liwiise; 
1 had 11 after I had been In the post .,1- 
tice; it had ammonia in and 1 wiih [iiit 
ting it to the dog's nose; 1 met Herberl 
on ( ioveriimant street before I wont to ibe 
post ollico; we afterwards went to h fi uii 
store; 1 never s|ioko to Herberl almnl 
hre; I don't roiiieiiibor lelliuga boy nmi 
ed Rudolph lhat 1 III a tire; I am sure 
Ihut ( loi don did iiol dine at (Oir Ihniae 
that (lay; Itold ('apt. Clarko's le.yilial 
Ciordou set lire to the stable; a few mo- 
ments after we left t.ho stable was bluy.mg; 
when the boys chased us through .Mmkel 
alley there waa no lire; after running 
away we had got to the saw ahapoiner a 
on Blanchard atreet before we saw the 
tiro; we wore going towards \>uw street; 
1 had no matches then and struck U'liie 
that night. 

To hia Lordship. — Herbert ran olf after 
telling me he had tlirow'u the ii|atclu\a in 
the atablr; 1 waiitetl tn gu back, but 
Herbert would not. 

Mrs. i\lcKeou, sworn. — Reinemlier the 
night of the fire on Blanchard street, and 
saw the two boys on the vacant lot, and 
after I had wi;,lked slowly home I jaw the 
lire; the lot on which I saw the bi.ya was 
on the coriior of Kane and lilaiicliaiil 
Hlreeta: they were small boys, with liglit 
lulls on, and one waa bigger than the 
other; when I had got home I remarked 
1 had come from that direction and there 
was no fire then. 

Thomas Cieiger, sworn. — 1 remember 
the tire at Phillips' on Blanchard street; 
I saw the prisoner and Niittall aboi;i 
eight o'clock on the cro.i.sing of k iiie and 
Ulancliard streets; 1 waa cuiuing hoiiic 
froincliuich with some buys and saw Mrs. 



McKeon; from the time I saw the two 
boys till I saw Mrs. McKeun it waa about 
15 minutes; when I last saw them thoy 
were turning the corner of Alarket alley; 
I went straight down Kane street to 
Market alley, but did not see the boys. 

W ilfred LeClere, sworn . — renioiiiber 
Phillips' tire on the 7th of May; I saw 
the prisoner twice th.it evening, the first 
time running '.l"wn Kane street, and en- 
teriiio .M.irket alloy; I saw hiiu uflcr- 
wiiida uii the way home in .Market alley 
ag.iin; both the boys were walking to- 
wards Fort atreet; after meeting tJordon 
and Nuttall ill the alley the last time, we 
saw the lire. 

Charles .McDonald, sworn. — I rouiom- 
bor the night of I'liillips' lire and saw tho 
priauiier on Blanchard atieet. ( The wit- 
ness hero curoborateil the statements 
iiiaile by the previous witnesses.) 

William (iordon, sworn. — I am father 
of the accused; ho was born in February, 
BS7.'I and is about U) years old; he was 
al.\ wi'eka at aelmul with Rev. Air. .lenns; 
he wa.- at one or two ladies' achools in 
CJaiiiida; he was taught hia alphabet and 
Words of a lew syllables; he is a boy of 
ordinary intelligence and should know 
the iliU'urunce between truth and untruth; 
in playing he shews no decided bent; I 
am aware he has gone with young Nut- 
tall; 1 don'l think he has been at the 
N iittall's houae over aix times; he has 
r.ever been m town with my consent; I 
do not think he knew any one but the 
acliohirs at Uev.

ino.nibei I hi' lire ; my boy was home half 
.III li 'iir .-ifterwards; Mrs. Nuttall sent 
word that the boys had gone to the po.st 
oiliee. 

Cecilia (Iordon, sworn. — My mothor 
sent tue to Nuttall's on tho night of the 
7ih to bring my brother homo; I saw iMrs. 

Nuttall and Mary Nuttall; she said to mo 
she hail seni llerbeit and yoimg Nuttall 
down to the postolHce; she afterwards 
said lhat tjie boys liad come home and she 
had sent Horbert homo; the second 
time I went back young Nuttall was in 
the house. 

To the Deputy .\ttornoy-Ooneral. — 
llerbeii wore a grey suit and a white and 
black all aw hat lhat night; never heartl 
anything iibout tho tire at NuttsH's. 

t'harlea Pardoe, sworn. 1 know young 
.Niillall, by till' old cemetery ho asked me 
if 1 saw a lire tho other night; ho said 
he lit it; young Rudolph waa'there; he re- 
ferred to .lewell's tire; he did not speak 
of I'hillips' or Wilson Brown's tire; it 
was 'Oily a short tune after .lewell's lire. 

Air. Lu-ake said ihi.-i was the case for tho 
defence. The case was a peculiar one, for 
ill consi'ipieiiee of the i iifjruiat ion given 
by the prisoner at Ihe bar, the indictment 
bad been framed against him. 

Ilia lord.'diii) asked if tho accused wit- 
nea.s was ex.iniiiied beforu the grand jury, 
.is IN iloii e,i.-,e he thought tile prisoner 
(MiiM not be legally indicled. 

'I'tie depiiiy attnrney general could not 
spe.ik po.nitively. 

Mr. Drake contended aa to the evid- 
ence there was nothing to connect the 
[irisoner with tho ofl'eiice, except the testi- 
nioiiy of young Niitt.'dl. He then ex- 
amined liie evidence aa to the whoro- 
abiMils of ihe boys on the night of the 
ti re, ami e. ml ended it was contradictory 
ami full of diacr.'[iancies. Vouiig Nuttall 
had been placed on trial for the same of- 
fence, but had been acquitted foK^irant of 
evidence, and now ho came forward as 
llie principal wilneaa against the accused, 
and aaid that (ionloii threw in tho bunch 
uf matcliea and that yet when 
they left there was no Great alL He then 
referred to the evidence of Pardoe, and 
said It Would be for the jury to decide. 
But the ev ideiieo of an accomplice cmild 
not be accepted without strruig corrobora- 
tive evidence, and tins, ho contended, did 
mil exist. .Suppose they thought that 
Ihe accused was guilty, they had the 
evidence of Uev. Mr. Jenns, which left il 
very doubtful if the prisoner had a proper 
knowledge of right and wrong. They had 
also to consider the important point raised 
by Ilia lord.aliip aa to when information 
waa given to the |)olice as all'ecling the 
credit ility of young Nuttall. He cou- 
leiided that the Nutlalls did iiot give the 
oil iiiiatioii they ought to have done, be- 
e iwae \ ouiig Nuttall was implicated in tho 
I i-:i]isai I loll . The crown liad failed to 
prove any connection between the prison- 
er and Ihe oireiie.e, and their priiici[ial 
wilnt'sH had pi'o\('(l utterly unreliable. 

The ilopiily attorney-goncral contended 
that (iordon's knowledge of right and 
wrong at the time of the Ore, as show n 
by Rev. Mr. .Jenns, w.as sufKcient, and 
that the chain if evidence pointed to the 
aeeuseil. 'loung NullaHa evidence aa 
to the actual circiinislances of the lire was 
most explicit. .Some objection had been 
made to tho iiicoiisiaUnicies in Nuttall a 
eviileiice, and as to the element of the 
lap.se of iiiiie before the matter Was made 
known lo IIh' iiolico by anyone; that 
waa one for which llie ('rowii was not re- 
sponsible. 

His lordship aaid the fact that the Nut- 
tails had given no information of tho of- 
fence, implied no blame either to 
the crown or t he police ; but it only im- 
peached the credibility of the witne.SR. 
He Would advise them to jiay no attention 
to till' aei'oiid and third counts of the in- 
tlictmeiit, but lo take the tirat one. They 
must be satislied that Henry Gordon set 
the stable on fire, and they must idso see 
tliiit it was done with felonious intent. 
Did (iordon set the premises on Gre, and 
did he do so oil purpose ' Ho did not see 
any attempt to produce evidence lhat 
( li idoii had done it on purpose. There 
waa only tlu' evidence of Nuttall, who 
s.iid (iurdou had btruuk u whule bunch of 



matciies, and this waa a thing very sel- 
dom done except by accident. Nuttall 
was contradicted by the other witneasea 
in almost every point aud could hardly bo 
ileeuicd reliable. It becanie, therefuru, a 
question how fur Ins evidence could be 
admitted. His lordship then exaiuiiied 
the evidence at sonic length, pointing out 
that Nuttall had lold Pardoe, after pre- 
viouslv denying that he h.ul lit a lire at 
a!!, tloit he diil light a lire at .lewell's. 
He aaid it wasalninge that the Nuttall's, 
without any object or mot ive, should 
have kept thematler ipiiet so long. Heliad 
llowatated the case for t hem a:; clearly aahe 
Could, and if Ihey li.ul any real iloiibl 
they iiiuat give llie accused the beiielil of 
it. 

The jury retired, and in one niiiiiile re- 
turned into colli t with a verdict uf not 
guilty. 

'J'lie court adjourned till Tuesday al 1 1 
o'clock .

aiiined liiore than they produced, and by I 
this stand.trd of value they-' would lose 
nothing if half the human race were to ! 
disappear,' as they were merely aniiual. 
The New Testanieiit gave still another 
measure of huinanity — what a man was 
worth to (iod and himaelf. The lowest 
of the human race became of great value 
as the objects of Divine love, and he 
illustrated this by a inothera love for her 
child. Tho puritans fouml thif. out and 
preached the univorsal rights of .all men; 
ihoy turned against the governments and 
the churches that denied it., and they de- 
apised art and beauty and aiiiuaenieiit, 
because they regardeil theiu as bribes, as 
things which government and religion had 
used to oppress men. They did many 
things in the heat of battle that 'hey 
would not have done could they have 
seen further. Tliay becanie intensely 
practical, but had no elenioiit of beauty. 
Mr, Beecher then said [loverty was only 
animaliam, and the only rescue from it 
W2» 8%U-aeh|al| and Ijlio traced a man's 
graduaPasc-Sn't by-industry and frugality 
to that of a brain-worker. He held that 
under ordinary circuinstaiicea a young 
mail who was not indeiiondem at 41) waa 
ill a certain sense a criminal. Tluui there 
were tho Ascotiea who heltl that in conse- 
quence of the allof human race they ought 
to abstain from everything except penury 
and dirt. For himaelf he did not think 
the human race hud ever fallen, but that 
thoy started at zero and had risen. This 
had received a certain amount of couiiteii- 
anco from the New 'I'eat.imeiit and he 
thought there was a sort of grim humor 
i u- the . question of tho apostles, "Who 
theDf>cari, bw .sa'j^edl" . Christ denounced 
ricires necause at that time" in Palestine 
they wore oblained by robbery and ex- 
tortion aud the ciinimoii people were in a 
moat mi.aorablo plight, but ho never de- 
nounced legitiniiitely gotten wealth. Mr. 
Beecher next dwell on the uses of wealth 
and argued that it was right fur a man to 
spend aportion of it in making himself aud 
those around him hajqiior in virtuous 
waya. It might be asked, did a man spend 
money aelfishly in thia nianiier I The 
answer was no he only obtained a nobler 
manhood. Every man ought to have a 
liandaonie houae and siirruuiidiiiga, f-ir 
beauty in all its forms of nature and art 
was a step toward tiod, and the contrary 
was a prugreaa towards dirt. Those who 
gave large sums to schoula and oollngea 
did much for society; but Ihn man who 
had raised half a dozen children in beauty 
and honor gave the nioai valuable gift 
that society could n-ceive. When ho 
visited a town they showtMl him the liest 
streets where Ibe rich livi-d, but ho asked 
for tho homes of the poor, and he noted 
the did'erence the ru-li often lefl the 
coiumuuily in which they lived uiibeauti 
God. But was this theory of his in ac- 
cordance with the Bible, which says a 
man must deny himself. Yea, self denial 
waa a universal law; bill il was sell de 
dial of Ihe animal naliire for the [irLiiiio- 
lioii of higher aims wilhoiil which 
there cinild be no progresa either material 
or spiritual. Bill it waa intended to lead 
not to pain, but to joy and eiilargeiuaiit. 
I'aul said "rejoice, and again I say re- 
joice." Christnnity itself is joy and lib 
erly, and slioulil he so. Heie we were 
soul builders, and men worked best in the 
sunshine; the main end of life was iirclii- 
lectnral, and ineii sliouhi ho build lhal 
when death lauiu'lied them uii the eter- 
nal sea thoy would make a goml voyage. 

The lecturer was lislened lo with pro- 
found attention by his delighted audience, 
frequently interrupted, tiy iip|ilaiise, and 
the procei'diiiga were broiiglil to ii close 
without even ihe conventional vole of 
thanka.

DEATS OF JOHNSTOiT ROBERTSON 
Ooronor'3 Jaftuost. . . 

(Ueloru lIoiL A'.' f. PftnbertoB.) 

iAIo.sDAV, Aug. 27. 
The enquiry as to tho canso of tho death 
of the late Mr. Johnston Robertson was 
resumed yesterday raofniug at. the city 
hall. 

Tho Grat wit.ne.<ui called was 
11. Mitchell — Know the deceased; was 
in his company on Tuesday at Nicholson's 
saloon; Capt. Pamphlet waa also present. 
During an animated couveraalion, in came 
a atralu/er, with wbum on hia invitation 
thoy drank. The stranger had previously, 
remarked they were too old to tiilk of 
their athletic cvcollencos. Mitchell then; 
tried to "blull" the captain down with 
tall talk, but he refused to bo "blulied," 
and llie slriinger and bartender inlerfered 
to [irevent a quarrel. Rubcrtsun and 
Pamphlet who were leaving obtained a 
prmniso from Mitchell to await their re- j 
turn. When they came back the captain I 
bet the stranger §10 that he (tho stranger) j 
could or could nut jump feet. 'I he 
stranger woultl have bi't willi him but I 
lacked the funds. Witness and Paiitph- j 
let soon after took off their coats, coin- | 
menced lighting, and quickly reached the 
floor. Witness endeavored in tho second 
round to pull his opponent over by his 
hair but found to hia dismay the captain 
waa bald-headed. Robertson was ataud- 
iug a few feel dialaiit and witness heard 
him call the stranger a vulgar name. 
After wilneaa arose, he saw deceased sit- 
ting in a chair, and a glaaa of water being 
I handed liiui. He asked Robertson what 
' ailed liini, but received no aiiawer. 
\\ itness left before the deceased waa re- 
nio\ ed. Waa eerlaiu that neither him- 
aelf nor Pamijlilut struck Kobertson. (To 
ihe magislrato) — Witness waa not al the 
time sober. Witness idonlihed the [>ri 
soiior [.laviii who was in court, as being 
Ihe al ranger who was present during the 
fitu-a.-.: (To a juryman) -Lavin was still 
in tlio aalooii utter the struggle. (To the 
foreman) The stranger in his coiiver- 
.■■lalion with deceased had been for peace 
all the liino, tolling Robiu'taoii lie waa too 
old, which seemed to annoy him. 

George AIoNoil, who gave his evi 
deuce in a most clear and straightfor 
ward nianner, stated that the deceased 
when witiieas saw him lying on the Hour, 
Was otl'ering no resistance lo the attack of 
Laviu. Livin was striking him on the 
left side of hia head. Robortsoii waa 
struck in the faeo aud fell on his back. 
Uo spoke no word while being lifted; 
afterwards heard Robertson talking to 
Nicholson. Kaw no one but Lavin strike 
Robertson. Nioholaoii stood in the bar 
surveying the contest botweoii Lavin and 
Robertson with his hauda upon hia knees 
a few feet away. There waa uo raising of 
the body aud striking it on the lion 
Laviu held Robertson by tho collar hold 
iiig his head firm and was punching him 
with tho other list; he must have struck 
hiui thus about ten times. After he was 
hurt Robertson blamed Nicholson for al- 
lowing the diaturbaiicu to go on. 

T. Nicholson was the next witness and 
tho following facts were elicited ; 
That on the evening of last Tuesday Mit- 
chell, Pamphlet and Robertson wore 
quarrelling in witness' saloon. About six 
o'clock a atriingor came in and invited 
them to drink with him and the jiarty 
drank at his expense. After moro wraiiL'- 
ling Mitchell offered to hght Pa'uphlot. 
Witness took hold of Mitchell and said tie 
would have no fighting, .\bout t) p.m., 
as it was hia hour for closing, he reipiest- 
ed Mr. [?ooth, who came in, to help him 
get rid of tho men in the bar. About 
10:;iO p. m. Robertsmi, Mitchell and 
Pauqdilet took off their coala; no blowa 
had boon struck up to this time. .Saw- 
Robertson make a rush at the stranger 
and strike hiiu a blow, and almost instant- 
ly the whole four men were on tho Hoor 
Gghting. During the evening Lavin used 
the expression to Robertson, "1 wouldn't 
hit you for §10,000." Witness identilied 
the jirisoner as the man who struck Rob- 
ertson. Told no one lhat Roburlson had 
boon struck by a aand-bag. After the 
struggle the atrangor aaaortud to witness 
that he (the at ranger) was lint to blame 
and asked if his lip was cut. Mr. Robert- 
sou waa so much injured that he could 
not be heard when speaking more than 
four foet away. Lavin, McNeil, witness 
and another had drinks while Robertson 
lay on the floor. No one present supposed 
him injured. When in the chair deceased 
told witnesH ho could feel the bones in his 
head grate against each otlier. Robert- 
son never upbraided him for not interfer-
